POOR CROPS CREATE 
DIFFICULTIES FOR 
M. D. COUNCILLORS 


The councillors of the Blackfoot 
Municipality held their tenth meeting 
tor this year with Reeve Thorssen, 
Deputy Reeve Umbrite and Council- 
lors Nelson Rasmnssen and Wheat- 
ley present. 

L, Pierrard was engaged to redeck 
the culvert at W.17-23-33 and haul 
th: material from the yard at the 
office. Regarding the bridge be- 
tween 15 and 16-22-22 the secretary 
advised the mecting that Councillor 
Bolinger had arranged with Mr. 
Warner to proceed and haul the 
necéssary lumber for this bridge from 
the office yard and proceed with 
the erection and fill. The azreement 


in connection with this work was 
read and accepted. 
Councillor Rasmussen moved and 


carried the following: The Standard 
highway was gravelled in 1936, ex- 
cepting one and one third of a mile 
under the prosperity certificate pro 
gram, and as this portion of ungrav- 
elled highway during the _ spring 
thaw and after every shower is rea 
dered impassable on acount of th 
nature of the soil and the heavy 
traffic, the municipality has signifi. 
ed its willingness to co-operate up 
on 60-50 basis to complete this work 
of gravelling and a gravel pit is in 
in the neaf vicinity. Therefore be i. 
resolved that the council request the 
Hon. W. A. Fallow, minister of pub 
lic works, to make a grant of $20. 
to finishj this work. 

The meeting decided tc protest th: 
arrangements made for the paymen 
of interest on th 1937 agriculture re 
lief loans by using municipal fund 
to pay interest not paid by the re 
cipients. 

A letter had been received advisin: 
that the municipality had been de 
Jeted from the list of those former. 
dueluded in the drought area, effec. 
tive Octuber 1st, 1937. On motion o 
Councillor Wheatley’ the followin 
Tesolution was carried: The avaiag: 
wheat ‘crops in the M. D. of Black- 
foot for the years 1933 to 1936, in 
clusives was four bushels per acre 
and the average wheat crop in 193. 
three bushels per acre; there is $155, - 
000 outstanding taxes in the district 
there are only four farmers who ap 
plied for tax consclidation agree 
ments this fall: there are 150 lapse: 
tax consolidation agreements; th 
bail losses in 1935 was 45 per cent 
in 1936 25 per cent and in 1927 25 
per cent; the issue of relief in th? 
Past has been held down to an ab. 
solute minimum and the receipients 
being mostly farmers; cwing to the 
drought insect pests and hail it is 
expected that the number of relief 
applications this fall and comin, 
winter will more than double the re- 
lief ‘applications received the pre 
vicus year; the relief problem has 
been and will continue to be a heavy 
drain upon this district’s resources 
resulting in curtailment of road- 
woik with the result that roads are 
badly deteriorated; the follawing 
sums are outstanding in the district 
for advances: seed grain . $12,000; 
feed and fodder $2,500; tractor fuel 
and oil $4,750. The district owes the 
Canadian Bank of Commerce the 
sum of $11,600 for loans exclusive of 
agricultural relief cans, ‘The 
weathersconditions for the threshing 
season of 1937 has been exceedingly 
unfayoable with the result that large 
acregzes cf crop is unthreshed and 
thejgrain ‘badly damaged both in the 
field® and stacks thirough said excess 
and continued moisture. Therefore 
be it resolved that we make represen- 
tations to the provincial government 
and beg that at the very least the two 
easterly ranges of this district be 
included in the drought area relief 

scheme ag in the year 1936-37.

That is the position, although little 
thcught may be given that the fesiv- 
iies of Hallowe’en and the farm, as 
the producer of the fruits of the 
earth, are inseparable, Certainly, 
the apple and the pumpkin, two farm 
products, are popularly associated 
with Hallowe’en, but the farm is 
also the supply-base of all the neces- 
sary essentials of the feast. Even 
the humble cabbage, apart from: its 
culinary purposes, has a peculiar sig- 
nificance at Hallowe'en, for do not 
maidens sally forth in the darkness 
cf the night to the cabbage patch to 
pick a stem, in order to divine the 
characteristics of their future hus- 
hands. If the stem be tall, or short, 
or crooked, so shall their future 
husband be? 

The pumpkin as a Jack-o-lantern 
in the hands of a frolicsome lad is 
the improved Canadian edition of the 
humble swede turnip in Europe, and 
to many a youth in Canada the pump- 
kin is the symbol of Hallowe’en par 
exeellence, either for food or frolic; 
but after all the apple is more close 
ly associated with the feast than any 
other fruit or vegetable. There is a 
special reason for this In pagan 
times, at the festival of Pomona, the 
goddess of fruit trees, nuts and fruits 
particularly apples (poma) played 
an important part and originated the 
custom of roasting nuts, apple duck- 
ing, and the distribution of apples 
as gifts at this festive time.. The 
Canadian boys. who go from hiuse 
to house asking for Hallowe’en ap- 
ples, ete., are doing exactly what 
little boys in other countries did 
kree tacusand years ago, 

When Adam was appointed to 
dress the (garden,of Eden and 
keep it (Genesis 11, 15), the apply 
was fiated to tbe of wverwhelming 
significance to the whole human race. 
In this connection, the legend of the 
Apples of Paradise figured in the lore 
of ancient Egypt some 5,000 years 
ago. These apples were said to show 
in their lop-sided shape the outline 
where Eve had taken a generous 
bite, In this Egyptian lore, there was 
mention of cther apples, the apples 
‘of Istkahar, all sweetness on one 
side and biitterness on the other, 
In other times, in the production of 
various kinds of apples, Canadian 
scientists have been and are in the 
forefront of world research,

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Seeding From The Skies 

Intriguing to the farmers of the prairie provinces, to say the least, is 
the information that in Soviet Russia grain and grass seed is being planted 
at the rate of 400 acres an hour by the use of aeroplanes and still more 
alluring is the suggestion that this method could “easily be used’’ to seed 
the broad fields of the wide open spaces in Western Canada, 

Both information and suggestion were promulgated by J. A. Stiles, 
O.B.E., Executive Commissioner of the Boy Scouts in Canada and former 
Dean of Applied Science at the University of Fredericton, New Brunswick, 
at a recent luncheon meeting in Regina He volunteered the additional in- 
formation that this method of seeding grain as adopted in Russia has the 
advantage of making it possible to seed fields covered with snow or mired 
after rains, 

While credence must be given to the Dean’s statement that this prac- 
tice has been, or is being, adopted in Russia, a good deal more information 
as to the conditions under which this operation is carried out and the re-| 
sults achieved therefrom before due weight could be given to his correlated} 
suggestion that the Canadian west lends itself to this method of seeding 
grain, principally because of the flatness of the country “landings could be 
made easily.” 

On. the face of it there must necessarily be many factors, other than 
ease of landing, before this system of seeding could be pronounced a feas- 
ible plan for the Western Canadian farmer as a general thing. 

For instance, it would be interesting to know whether in Russia the 
method has been adopted only in one or two isolated instances where special 
circumstances and conditions conspired to make it a feasibility, economic 
and otherwise as, for example, on one of those large collectivist farms 
where the area is measured in square miles rather than in acres, and 
whether even on these huge farms the method is only in an experimental 


stage or was used as an emergency measure to speed up production in 
accord with a government quota. 


It would be interesting, too, to know the results of the work carried 
on in Russia with an aeroplane travelling perhaps at 100 miles an hour or 
more blasting seed over the countryside in large quantities, Is it possible 
to broadcast seed in this manner from the fast travelling motor-propelled 
vehicle somewhere between earth and clouds without wasting large quant- 
{tles of seed? Can grain seeded this way be distributed thinly and evenly 
as it can be by a horse-drawn or even a tractor-drawn drill? 


These are some of the questions the Western Canadian farmer would 
like to have answered before he would be prepared to nod acquiescence to 
the good Dean's suggestion that such a method could easily be applied 
in this country. 

And even if these questions were answered favorably to the plan and 
to the satisfaction of the interrogator, there are others which would have 


to be answered satisfactorily before the Western Canadian farmer could | 


be expected to warmly espouse the Dean’s somewhat novel suggestion. 


It is obvious, for instance, that the average three quarter section or | 


section farmer could not afford to purchase an aeroplane to seed his crop, 
for that would be the only agricultural operation for which it could be 
used, except perhaps to spray the fields with insecticide or poison bait. The 
cost would be prohibitive in proportion to the return, no matter how good 
the yield and how high the price of grain. If it is to be adopted, therefore, 
it would have to be a custom proposition, if the average farmer is to be 
able to avail himself of this method of seeding. 

If, therefore, such a system of seeding is to be adopted, to be of bene- 
fit to the average farmer it would either necessitate its operation by a 
large number of farmers on a co-operative basis or by some private in- 
dividual or corporation willing to run the risk of making what must neces- 
sarily be a substantial investment remunerative, If the latter, it might 
necessitate a charge for seeding out of proportion to the benefits derived 
from fast seeding when conditions are ideal for germination of seed scrat- 
tered from the skies. 

There are, of course, advantages which could be credited to the seed- 
ing of grain fields by aeroplane. The speed with which it could be done 
and the large acreage which could be covered in a few hours would make it 


possible to put in a lot of crop when soil and moisture conditions are most | 


receptive for the seed, but the factors in query and perhaps others would 
have to be first answered favorably before such a method could become 
general practice in Western Canadian grain fields. 

It is predictable that a great deal more information will have to be 
secured on this subject before the farmers of this country will take the 
chance of adopting Mr. Stiles’ proposal.

Streets of Gold 


Unique Tourist Attraction Is Furn- 
ished By Dawson City 

Dawson City, Yukon Territory, 
boasts @ unique and somewhat start- 
ling tourist attrgction. Streets of 
gold! After the recovery of the main 
gold content of gravel originally 
washed down from high levels above 
the Klondike Valley by a process of 
hydraulic operations, huhdreds of 
tons of waste or “tailing’’ in which 
a trace of gold still remains were 
used to .grade the roads in and 
around the town. Of course, the 
actual gold content remaining is ex- 
ceedingly small, but nevertheless the 
streets of Dawson are literally paved 
with gold. 

Now a town of about a thousand 
souls, Dawson was in the heyday of 
the famous Klondike gold rush a city 
of about 40,000 population. The 
original miners delved for gold with 


their “pay dirt” in rockers or slyices.

Vessels Were 

A hundred years ago the wise- 
acres said that iron ships would not 
float. That criticism was long ago 
consigned to the bilge. September 26 
was the centenary of the first iron 
vessel registered at Lloyd’s. 

The new type had no easy pas- 
sage. An iron steamship was suc- 
cessfully launched in 1821, but it 
was not until 1834, when another 
survived a storm which broke up 
wooden vessels, that it was taken at 
all seriously. Even then ,the Ad- 
miralty waited until 1860 before 
building ironclads. 

Iron has served its time on the 
sea. To-day the majority of ships 
are built of steel. And now design- 
ers are thinking in terms of alumi- 
num, a possibility that is bound to 
be scouted in some quarters. Ships 
evolve; human nature remains the 
same.—Overseas Daily Mail.
